Th's does not include costs 
to people who were killed or who 
suffered permanent total disabili¬ 
ties, nor the value of lost time 
which totalled about 17,000,000 
days Cost of medical care aver¬ 
aged-843.00. per accident and the 
t'me lost averaged about twenty 
days per accident. Out of a study 
of 2.000 farm accidents, 476 were 
due to falls, 248 to machinery, 233 
to animals, 179 to motor vehicles, 
159 to handling objects, 150 to 
hand tools, 146 to stepping on 
striking objects, 102 to falling or 
flying objects, 81 to burns or shock 
153 to unknown. Precaution must 
be taken to prevent serious acci¬ 
dents. as farming is not one of 
the safest occupations. It is est¬ 
imated that 48 farm residents will 
he killed by accidents each day 
dur ng the n**xt twelve months in 
the itS.A. 17,520 farm residents 
kil l’d in one year Be careful.

Insurance Not Savings 

“UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE is making 
bums out of some young men. They would rather take 
S8 a week in insurance than go where work is avail¬ 
able.” 

This statement was not voiced by any reaction¬ 
ary, conservative industrialist. 

It is the considered opinion, recently expressed, 
of a man intimately acquainted with the operation of 
our Unemployment Insurance Commission, and one 
who is entirely sympathetic to the plight of those who 
are jobless through no fault of their own. 

He must remain anonymous because he is a sen¬ 
ior civil servant. But his views are worthy of study. 

Far too many Canadians look upon jobless insur¬ 
ance funds as money which they, themselves, have 
saved and, therefore, money which they have a right 
to dispose of as they see fit. 

That, of course, is far from the case. 

Jobless insurance funds are not the sum total of 
the savings of all Canadian workers. If each contribut- 
* or decided to quit work and draw all the unemploy¬ 
ment insuarnce which he or she is “entitled," the fund 
would be speedily broke. 

While there are 585 million dollars in the federal 
unemployment insurance treasury, it is worth noting 
that in 1949, a year in which Canadian employment 
was at a high, the fund staged a very “close race” be¬ 
tween costs and income. 

Unemployment insurance is insurance and nothing 
more. It is intended to cover short term emergencies. 
Tt is paid out ot funds contributed only one-third by 
the employee, and the balance by the employer and 
general tax-paying public. 

Insurance is only good if it is paid out under 
sound, business principles. 

It is not designed, and never was, to bonus idle¬ 
ness.—C.W.N.A. 

Importance of Tourist Trade 

Canada’s tourist, “take” in 1949 is officially est¬ 
imated at $288,000,000. $270,000,000 of which were in 
United States dollars. 

Many benefits from the Tourist Industry come lo¬ 
cally ... to employment, through profits and taxes, 
a3 a definite market for the fanner. It. has been too 
often said that tourist business is not the agricultur¬ 
ist’s concern at all, but one realizes how short-sighted, 
now incorrect, that statement is when one ponders the 
fact that a single resort hotel, of moderate rates and 
average guest capacity of 200, bought $18,000 worth 
of Canadian produce during its 80-day operation of 
last summer. Let’s carry these benefits further afield, 
into our tourist services, and we find the aforement- 
ion $270,000,000 overall expenditure of American vis¬ 
itors was distributed as follows: in retail and depart¬ 
ment stores, $67.5 million; in restaurants and food 
stores, $51H million • in hotels, restaurants and camps, 
$45.9 million; in service stations^and garages, $32.4 
million; for movies, entertainment and recreation, 
$24.3 million: for train, steamship, motor coach and 
plane fares, $18.9 million; for refreshments and road¬ 
side purchases, $13.5 million; and for novelties, souv- 
erirs, and a host of other things, $8.1 million. 

So let’s support our local tourist business in ev¬ 
ery way possible.—C.W.N.A.

New Government Ship 
Makes Maiden Voyage 


Laden with niSfe than 1,000 tons 
of assorted cargo, the Department 
of Transport's liew vessel, the C. 
G.S. “C. D. Howe,” we'ghed anchor 
on July 17th to start her maiden 
voyage for northern outposts in 
Canada's Eastern Arctic. The ves¬ 
sel is under command of Captain 
Albari Chouinard, and will cov r 
a distance of more than 12,000 
miles in arctic waters before re¬ 
turning to the St. Lawrence River 
around’October 15. 

The first leg of the journey will 
b» around the coast of Labrador 
and through Hudson Strait to the 
Port of Churchill. Arrival of the 
vessel at the northern Manitoba 
port is exp?cted around August 15 
and by that time it will have em¬ 
ptied most of its cargo at Church¬ 
ill, the".“C. D. Howe” will pick 
up approximately 1.200 tons of 
cargo consisting mostly of fuel for 
the use ot northern outposts. 

After leaving Montreal the "C.D. 
Howe" will take on some cargo 
at Quebec City. Thb vessel is 
scheduled to call at ten different 
outposts before reaching Church¬ 
ill:, Cartwright, Rigolet and Nortii 
West Reiver, Cape Harrison, Hope- 
dale, Nain, Hebron, Port Burwell, 
Georges River, Fort Chinto and 
Payne Bay. 

Scheduled to leave the Port of 
Churchill on August 21 on thes'c- 


ond leg of its northern trip the 
"C.D. Howe” will head for Davis 
Strait and up into Baffin Bay and 
Koxe Basin, calling on such north¬ 
ern outposis as Cape Dorset, Lake 
Harbour, Frobisher Bay, Pangnir- 
tung, Clyde River, Pond Inlet and 
Craig Harbour which is tire farth¬ 
est northern outpost on its itiner¬ 
ary. Calls may n'sa be made at 
Dundas Harbour and Artie Bay. 

While the major portion of the 
cargo includes food, fuel and oth¬ 
er staple items, the “C. .6. Howe” 
is also carrying much needed 
build ng supplies and radio and 
weather station equipment for the 
Department of Transport's expand¬ 
ed northern facilities. Included in 
the vessel's cargo is a jeep de¬ 
stined for the radio station at 
Cape Harrison, giving indication of 
the stepped-up activities in that 
area. The personnel of Fort Mac¬ 
kenzie will receive a long awaited 
electric w ashing machine. Also in¬ 
cluded in the variety cargo is a 
3U foot w haVe boa, for delivery to 
the Hudson Bay Company outpost 
at Clyde River. 

The new Eastern Arctic Patrol 
vessel, the C.G.S. "C.D. Howe" has 
been built .and equipped especially 
for service in the Arctic waters 
during the summer months. Dur¬ 
ing the off-seasons, the vessel will 


Solon Low, M.P., Social Credit 
leader pointed out the striking var¬ 
iation In freight rates affecting the 
prairies unfavorably. 

“When the recent 20 per cent 
increase Deeomes effective," said 
the Alberta member, "the rate on 
canned goods will be: From Tor¬ 
onto to Calgary and Edmonton 
$2.77 per hundredweight; from 
Vancouver to Edmonton, $1.25. 

"The rate to Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton directly from Toronto and 
the rates from Vancouver to Cal¬ 
gary and Edmonton will be in¬ 
creased because they jare normal 
or noncompetitive rates; but the 
rate from eastern Canada to Van¬ 
couver which is a competitive rate 
will not be increased at all. 

“‘The rate to Calgary will bd 197 
per cent of the rate to Vancouver, 
although the distance to Vancou¬ 
ver is 500 miles greater. The rate 
from Toronto to Vancouver and 
back to Calgary or Edmonton will 
be 12 per cent per hundredweight 
less that tb< published rate direct 
'from Toronto to Calgary.' 

This, of course, is due to the 
water competitive rate via the 
Panama canal. 

Illustrating by freight on trac¬ 
tors to points in Canada, Mr. Low 
said: ' 

“If you were to haul one of 
those tractors from Rock Island, 
Illinois, to Saint John, New Bruns¬ 
wick, a distance of 1,472 miles in 
1947, the rate w r ould have been 
$1.25 per hundredweight. No in¬ 
crease will oe made under the 20 
per cent award so it will remain 
$1.25. However, to Brooks, Alberta 
a distance of 1,480 miles, eight 
miles farther, in 1947 the rate was 
$1.96 per hundredweight. The new 
rate under the 20 per cent award 
will be $2.27 per hundredweight, a 
90 per cqnt discrimination against 
the Alberta point, for only-eight 
miles farther.’ __ 

Mr. Low added: A binder that 
weighs 2,032 pounds, shipped from 
Hamilton, Ontario, to St. John, 
New Brunswick, 1,115 miles, in 
1947 took a rat? of $11.39. The 
1950 rate will be $16.62, that is, 
when th? 20 per cent increase is 
applied. For the same binder ship¬ 
ped to Lethbridge, Alberta, 1,897 
miles, in 1927, the rate was $32.82 
but the 1950 rate will be $48.69. 
The distance from Hamilton to 
Lethbridge is 782 miles farther 
than" from Hamilton to St. John, 
but the rate to the Albert point 
is almost three times that to the 
New Brunswick point, which in¬ 
dicates at least a 50 per cent dis¬ 
crimination against Alberta.”— 
Saskatoon Star Phoenix.
